The term of copyright under the Copyright Act, 1957 is up to the end of 
the calendar year in which fifty years are completed . This term starts from the 
year in which the author dies in the case of literary , dramatic , musical and 
artistic works (other than photographs) published within the life- time of the 
author, but starts from the year of publication in most other cases . 


2 . Gurudev Rabindranath Tagore died in the year 1941 and copyright in 
his published works , which stood vested in Vasya Bharati, was to expire on 
31st December, 1991. There had been numerous demands for according ex 
tended protection to his works in view of their national importance. While it 
was not considered feasible and appropriate to extend the term of copyright in 
respect of one author alone , the Government reviewed the whole question of 
what should be the appropriate term of copyright and decided to extend the 
term of copyright generally in all works protected by the Copyright Act, 1957 
from ffty to sixty years. This was, however, pot to apply to works which bad 
already entered the public domain before 31st December , 1991 . 


3 . The Copyright ( Amendment) Ordinance , 1991 was , therefore , promul 
gated by the President on 28th December, 1991.

The Act does not contain 
sufficient provisions relating to appointment of President of the Society , 
composition of the Managing Body , appointment of Secretary -General 
and Treasurer. The entire management structure has been left to be 
decided by the Managing Bodyby rulos made by it.

Clause 2 of the Bill seeks to insert new sections 4A to 4E in tho 
Indian Red Cross Society Act, 1920 .

In view of lack of suit : ale organisation and the paucity of resources with 
the State Governments, the development of Inland Water Transport has not 
made much headway. There are certain advantages in this mode of transport , 
such as low cost of transport, energy efficiency, generation of comployment 
among weaker sections of the community and less of pollution . The various 
committees set up by the Government for the purposes of looking into this 
matter recommended that the Central Government should declare certain 
waterways as national waterways and assume responsibility for their develop 
ment.

4 . It is now proposed to declare the Kollam -Kottapuram stretch of West 
Coast Canal and Champakara and Udyoumandal Canals as the third national 
waterway, Information currently available indicates that the infrastructural 
facilities essentially required for safe and convenient shipping and navigation are 
not adequate for sustained operation by large niechanised crafts . Regulation 
and development of Kollam -Kottapuram stretch of West Coast Canal and 
Champakara and lidyogmandal Canals for purposes of shipping and navigation 
on the proposed national waterway under the control of the Union is in the 
public interest and declaration to that effect has also been made in the Bill .

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FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 


The effect of clause 3 of the Bill will be to entrust the responsibility 
to regulate and develop the proposed national waterway for the purposes 
of shipping and navigation to the Union . The regulation and develop 
ment of the proposed national waterway will be carried out by the 
Inland Waterways Authority of India constituted under the Inland 
Waterways Authority of India Act, 1985 (82 of 1985 ). Consequently ,

In exercise of 
that power , the Central Government , by Notification dated 27th October, 
1989, made an order for matters relating to inspection , fumigation , dis 
infection and supervision of some articles such as plants , fruits and seeds . . 
which were imported into India. Fees were also provided to be levied 
and collected for the aforesaid purposes . Under the New Seed Policy , 
the import of seeds and p ant materials was brought under Open 
General Licence resulting in heavy import thereof . The Government 
had , therefore , to strengthen the infrastructural facilities and services 
of Plan Quarantine organisations in order to prevent the entry of exotic 
diseases through suci imported consignments . 


2 . The Calcutta High Court in a writ petition held that the aforesaid 
Act did not empower the Government to levy any fees for inspection , 
fumigation , etc . The bombay High Court also in a case struck down 
the imposition of fees and directed the refund of money . 


3 . It was considered necessary to enable the Government to levy and 
collect fees for the services rendered and for meeting expenditure on 
maintaining Plant Quarantine organisations. It was also necessary to 
validate the levy and collection of fees made earlier. In the circun 
stances , suitable provisions in the foresaid Act empowering the Central 
Government to levy fees for inspection , fumigation , etc ., on imported 
consignments and for validation of the fees already levied or collected 
were , therefore , required to be made . 


4 . The Ordinance , namely , the Destructive Insects and Pests (Amend 
ment and Validation ) Ordinance, 1992 was, therefore, promulgated by 
the President on 25th January , 1992 .
